‘Three. weeks pefare 
this night I felt that I would - need 
protection and I bought a revolver in 
pawnshop, 

“When Hochbrun attempted: to hold 
me I drew the revolver, but he took 
itwway from me and put “it ‘on a 
trunk. I struggled with him and fin- 
ally managed to get free long enough 
to grab the weapon again. 

“Then he started to run andI pulled 
the trigger. He was hit in the small 
of the back. I left him there in the 
apartment and got out, of Seattle as 
soon: as possible. 

“J changed my nanre frequently to 
avoid detection, That same sixth sense 
served me again and for nine months 
I was able to keep from being dis- 
covered. I knew three days ago before 
my arrest in Oakland that danger 
again threatened me,” 

After making her confession to 
Lieut. Kent, Miss §karin refused to 
discuss it further. Kent said she would 
not discuss the fact that Hochbrun 
was supposed to have a large sum of 
money in his apartment which was 
missing when his murdered body was 
discovered. \
